Mis­ 
souri river bluff was formally dedi­ 
cated today. 
Governor 
Caulfield, 
members of the state p rison board 
and sp eakers rep resenting various 
welfare leagues who sp onsored leg­ 
islation which made the institution 
p ossible, 
p raised 
the 
p rogress of 
Missouri in p enal 
institutions, 
ceremonies p resided over by 
Simons, chairman 
of 
the 
board. 
Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, St. Louis, 
rep resenting the Missouri AA’elfare 
Leagues described the new institu­ 
tion as the “materialization of an 
idea, a creditable accomp lishment, 
which should p rove a boon to the 
state.” 
Mrs. A. L. Reeves, of Kansas City 
sp eaking for the women’s club of 
Kansas City, outlined the incep tion 
of the idea of a reformatory which 
would house only first offenders. It 
first began with the exp erience of 
the club in dealing with the 
nile courts and a study of 
tions at Boonville, she said. 
“We feel that this is one of the 
finest institutions of its kind in Mis­ 
souri, Mrs. Reeves said. Everything 
has been done w'ell.” 
Hugh Step hens, of Jefferson City, 
chairman of the advisory committee 
said the dedication was “ushering 
in an innovation wJiich is comp ar­ 
able to the best of Its kind in the 
United States.” 
John Thornberry, sup erintendent 
of the new institution, said the aim 
of the new institution would be to 
educate 
and 
train 
for vocational 
work Inmates of the reformatory. 
Governor Caulfield, sp oke briefly. 
Frank B. Jones, sup erintendent of 
p rison Industry, termed the reform­ 
atory as one of “the greatest insti­ 
tutions of its kind In America.” 
The buildings, resembling rambl­ 
ing cottages of stone, are of the 
dormitory typ e, and were cop ied af­ 
ter a similar institution at Anna- 
dale. New Jersey. 
Governor Caulfield exp ressed op ­ 
p osition to a section of the law 
which created the new' reformatory 
p roviding that p risoners at the insti­ 
tution .« hould not be eligible for p a- 
role until they have served seven- 
twelfths of their sentence. He said 
he hop ed this p rovision would be 
amended by the next Missouri leg­ 
islature. 
^ The act creating the new' institu­ 
tion, was signed nearly five years 
ago by Former Governor Sam A. 
Baker. 
The first inmates will be trans­ 
ferred from a hall outside the main 
p rison here where they have been 
segregated

About 40 youths between 
17 and 25 years of age will be the 
first group , Sup erintendent Thom- 
berry said.
